board. 
In the end, the committee, still 


somewhat In the air as to which

ed to drop, asked Richberg to 
submit a specific list. 
He re- 
turns to the stand tomorrow. 
Richberg said he was recom- 


mending extension of NRA for 
two years "substantially in pres- 
ent form," but he proposed tight-

laws, 
strengthening' enforcement powers, 
limiting codes to businesses en- 
gaged in interstate commerce, em- 
powering the President to impose

and wages, and giving legal back- 
Ing for the Blue Eagle insignia. 


Defends Administration. 


Defending the administration of 


NRA, 
Richberg 
contended 
that

, Most of the complaints, he said,

named as the restaurant, retail 
food and grocery, trucking, hack-

Asked by Senator King (D-Utah) 


If the codes had not fostered de- 
vices tending to suppress compe- 
tition, Richberg said the demand 
for cost protection 
devices had 


come chiefly from the small en- 
terprises and had operated to their 
benefit. 
He ran into difficulties when 


members of the committee sought 
his definition of interstate com- 
merce. 
He said his plan would 
probably eliminate 
many

covering local or service 
indus- 
tries, but later said the service 
trades were the only ones he 
eould name that definitely were 
not interstate commerce. 
Critics of NRA on the commit-

"We want a cotton compact by 
which wo can control our own 
business," Redditt said. "As it is, 
Wall Street runs it. 
But

southern states banded 
together, 
our congressmen could put over 
a program to return it to us." 
The compact would be patterned 
after the oil compact under con- 
sideration in oil states. The com- 
mittee on agriculture was order- 
ed to study the proposal.

3. No member of the union shall 
be discriminated against or im- 
justlv discharged.

and the employers, and in case of 
a disagreement,

final decision. 
The union claimed it "tried its 


utmost to avoid this conflict."

SMALL PLANTERS ARE FREE 


FROM PROVISIONS OF 
BANKHEAD MEASURE 


WASHINGTON, March 7.—C/P)— 
Small farms producing two bales 
or less of cotton were exempted 
today by Secretary Wallace from 
provisions of the Bankhead pro- 
duction control act.

had held it could make this ex- 
emption without seeking new leg- 
islation, fearing that if the act 
were reopened in congress even 
larger exemptions would be vot- 
ed.The exemption was granted in 
answer to protests from southern 
senators and representatives who 
declared that operation of the act 
last year penalized small produc- 
ers. 


The Bankhead act levies a tax 


of 50 per cent of the market val- 
ue of cotton on all production 
above the national quota of 10,- 
985,264 bales of 478 pounds

Oliver. I unsaddled his horse be- 
cause I felt sorry for the horse— 
but not for him.

lice for three years. From that 
post he was elevated to the high- 
est court in December, 1902, by 
President Theodore Roosevelt. He 
wrote his resignation on January 
11, 1932.

While he was the oldest justice 


ever to wear the robes of the 
high court, he lacked five years 
of equaling the service records 
there of Chief Justice Marshall 
and Associate Justices Field and 
Harlan, each of whom served 34 
years in Washington. 
But the 


judicial career of none of these 
equalled the mark of more than 
40 years of court work established 
by Holmes. 


Enduring Monument. 


Oliver Wendell Holmes reared 


in law as enduring a monument 
as did his father in 
literature. 


There was never a figure like 
him in American jurisprudence. 


The oldest man to occupy 
seat on the supreme court of the 
United States, he brought to that 
renowned bench a mind sparkling 
with genius Inherited from a bril: 
liant father; a mantallty sparpen- 
ed by legal study and imbued 
with lofty sentiments to protect 
the vested rights of man In the 
greatest tribunal of the world. 
It was this last trait .out of 


which history probably will fash- 
ion its pedestal for Associate Jus- 
tice Holmes as a member of thai 
gallery of great men who have 
worn the robes of the supreme 
court of the United States. 
Reared in an atmosphere of the 


best American traditions, Justice 
Holmes supported the rights o 
man as paramount to propert;

Admiring him for his pro- 
found learning, they had great 
respect for his interpretation of 
the law, although sometimes dis- 
agreeing with his conclusions. 


He published with copious notes

standard text book, and for three 
years, early In his career, was 
editor of the American Law. Re- 
view. To it he contributed arti- 
cles and published under the title 
of "The Common Law" a series of 
lectures which he had given at 
Lowell Institute. He also pub- 
lished a volume of speeches, a 
colection of legal 
papers, 
and 


wrote for the Harvard Law Re- 
view and the English Quarterly 
Law Review. 
Justice Holmes 
established 
a 


record for attendance on the ses- 
sions of the court. Meticulous in

duties, he kept a record of all 
motions and made generous notes 


uring the oral argument of each 
ase. That data was so complete 
lat he had no difficulty in writ- 
ng his opinions, which he pre- 
ared in longhand and never dlc- 
ated. 
During oral argument of cases, 
e frequently interrupted counsel, 
Iways deferentially. 
He never 


agged, browbeat, nor unneces- 
arily interferted with their ar- 
gument. At times some develop- 
ment would cause him to inject 
omment.

of gas in the Texas Panhandle and 
other fields would he stopped sum- 
marily under a bill recommended 
:odav by a sub-committee of the 
louse committee on oil, gas and 
mining. 
The bill would require major 


pipe lines to purchase gas ratably: 
prohibit "popping" of gas into the 
jpen air •: except where necessary 
in oil production: restrict use of 
sweet gas to light and fuel pur- 
poses; authorize co-operative de- 
velopment of tracts; provide for 
ratable withdrawals between sweet 
and sour gas areas and authorize 
the state railroad commission to 
fix the price to be paid fir gas 
where producer and 
purchaser 


were unable to agree. 
The sub-committee placed its 


faith in the ratable taking provis- 
ion to halt wastage. 
To protect 


the bill as far as possible against 
court attack, it provided that if 
the ratable taking section was de- 
clared unconstitutional the entire 
bill would fail. 


Gas wastage, particularly in the 
Panhandle, has been a growing 
source of alarm and resulted from 
a controversy between independ- 
ent producers and major pipe line 
purchasers. 
Contending they were 


denied a share in the market the 
independents obtained passage in 
the last legislature of a law per- 
mitting them to use gas for other 
than light and fuel purposes. 


Since then millions of cubic feet 
have been popped into the alt 
from gasoline stripping plants with 
serious impairment of light and 
fuel reserves.

He spoke with a pronounced Bos-

Seldom was 
he provoked into a frown. 


Thrice Wounded. 


Although thrice wounded in the 


Civil war ,he was not materially 
impaired in health 
until 1922 


when after celebrating his 81st 
birthday, he submitted to two 
major operations.

Prior 
to that his friends were appre- 
hensive that a wonderful career 
was drawing to a close. 


He resumed his judicial duties

dragoon mustache. A face youth- 
fully pink defied wrinkles and 
his thick thatch of hair showed 
no signs of baldness.

chusetts, of which his maternal 
grandfather, Charles Jackson, had 
been a member.

Miss Fanny Dlxwell of Cambridge, 
Mass.

Age Caused Retirement. 
Physical

forced him to doff his judicial 
obes. He was In his accustomed

When the court resumed its 
sessions, he returned to Washing- 
ton.Justice Brandeis, his constant 
companion while he was on the 
bench, frequently visited him, as 
did other members of the court, 
some ot them calling on him at 
his summer home, as

when he was in Washington. 


While 
he never entered 
the 


room in which the court holds its 
public sessions, he several times 
visited 
the 
conference 
room 


where the justices meet to discuss 
cases and where he had on many 
occasions waged pitched battles 
with colleagues whose views dif- 
fered from his. He always was 
careful, however, to time his visits 
so as not to encounter any mem- 
bers of the court in the council 
chamber.

Gibson of Vermont, who voted 
previously for the prevailing wage, 
now had agreed to go against it 
spread after the senate appropri- 
ations committee had re-approved 
the $4,880,000,000 relief bill. 
The 


committee first rejected the Me- 
Carran wage proposal by a tie 
of 12 to 12. 


Austin and Gibson confirmed the 


report, but said- they would not 
change unless the committee pro- 
visions approved today eliminat- 
ing broad powers for the Presi- 
dent in the preamble of the $4.- 
880,000,000 relief bill and earmark- 
ing $350,000,000 for projects in- 
cluding flood control were ap- 
proved by the senate.

TAKE OVER WORK 


WASHINGTON, March 6.— 
Complete abandonment of NRA 
was advocated today by Senator 
King (D-Utah) In the first state- 
ment by a Democratic senator op- 
posing President Roosevelt's rec- 
ommendation for extension of the 
recovery administration. 
King, in an interview, proposed 


that the jurisdiction of NRA over 
hours and wages should be trans- 
ferred to the labor department and 
its regulation of trade practices 
to the federal trade commission. 
"I see no need to continue NRA," 
King said. The Utah senator has 
long been critical of the recovery 
administration and tendencies un- 
der It which he felt tended toward 
monopoly. 
It was learned that he has laid 


his plan before the senate finance 
committee, of which he Is a mem- 
ber, and which Is studying the 
proposal to extend NRA for two 
years In accordance with Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's recommendation. 
Several 
prominent .independent 
Republican senators were under- 
stoed to agree with King's propos- 
al and to favor scrapping the re- 
covery 
administration, 
though 


there has been little open discus- 
sion of their views.

ed statement, listing 17 specific 
suggestions for legislation. They

requirements for minimum wages, 
maximum 
hours, prohibition of 
"notoriously unfair business prac- 
tices" and provisions to protect 
natural resources. 


Congress itself, Richbcrg said, 


should set the standards of mini- 
mum wages and maximum hours 
for administrative application in 
limited codes, with some flexibil- 
ity provided. 
He recommended also that the 


present exemption from anti-trust 
laws should be restricted to ap- 
ply only when the codes them- 
selves have been written "in com- 
pliance with the anti-monopoly re- 
juirements of the act," and urged 
:he committee to retain Section 
7-A, 
labor's guarantee of eollec- 
ive bargaining rights. 
First Appearance. 
It was Richberg's first appear- 


ance before a congressional com- 
mittee as a representative of the 
president. 


Among his 17 suggestions was 


one to permit "proponents of vol- 
untary codes" • * » to withdraw 
their consent from codes so mod- 
fied (by the president) as to be 
unacceptable to them." 


He paused occasionally ' In the 


reading of his statement to make 
aside remarks or to answer ques- 
tions. 


His 
proposals, 
Richberg

representatives 
of the NRA and

that

Provisions Are Necessary. 
"They are intended,"' he said, 
'as an outline of those recommen- 
dations upon which there is a gen- 
eral accord and which may in- 
volve a minimum of controversy. 
They are regarded as practically 
necessary In the light of experi- 
ence, to the continued and im- 
proved functioning of the NRA.

federal authority 


within a definite area wherein 
it is urgently required, while at 
the same time removing many 
fears, cither of undue extension 
of government authority, or of the 
Illegal exercise of private econom- 
ic controls of the injury of the 
public interest." 


Public Opinion Potent. 


Arguing that the validity of law 


depends upon 
public 
opinion, 


Richberg 
said that "when 
the 


supreme court is called upon to 
answer the question, is this a rea- 
sonable exercise of a power clear- 
ly conferred, it is not the indi- 
vidual opinion of the single judge, 
but the prepondering public opin- 
ion, which should be decisive."

should be more clearly defined; 
and the administrative artivitics 
to accomplish these defined aims 
should be explicitly 
authorized. 


This will serve, not merely 
to 


strengthen the exercise of admin- 
strative authority, but also to de- 
fine its limitations. 


'2. The act should be extended 


substantially in the present form 
for two years, so as to allow for 
a further development of admin- 
strative procedures and a clarifi- 
cation of the entire problem prior 
.o the enactment of such perma- 
icnt legislation as may then seem 
desirable. 


"3. The flexible machinery of 


code formulation and administra- 
ion should be preserved with the 
use of such instrumentalities of 
self-discipline as code authorities 
permitted, but with express re- 
strictions upon the exercises of 
any public authority by an pri- 
vate body. 


Should Be Limited. 


"4. Provision should be made 


or the voluntary submission of 
codes. But codification should be 
imited to those trades and in- 
dustries actually engaged in In- 
terstate commerce, or affecting 


It so imbatantlally that the estab- 
lishment 
and 
enforcement 
of 


standards 
of fair 
competition 


therein are necessary for the pro- 
tection of interstate commerce. 


"5. In the approval of codes 


of fair competition the president 
should bo required to make find 
ings that the standard laid down 
by the congress had been met 
These standards 
should 
include 


clear and practical definitions ant]

codes so modified as to be unac- 
ceptable to them. 


Power For President. 


"7. There should be a 
clear 


grant of power to the president to 
impose a limited code whenever 
there is no code in effect, which 
limited codes should contain only 
certain requirements, such as min- 
imum wages, maximum hours, the 
prohibition of notoriously unfair 
business practices, provisions to 
prevent the waste of natural re- 
sources and to require that In- 
formation be furnished which is 
necessary to the public Interest. 


"S. The congress shuold itself 


set the standards 
of minimum 


wages and maximum hours for 
administrative application in lim- 
ited codes.

Haifa, which sits on the north- 
ern slope of Mt. Carmel. Doubt- 
less a consideration In preferring 
Haifa to Jaffa was the conven- 
ience of the former as terminus 
of the pipe line for Mosul oil. 


A Wty of Memories. 


Jonah embarked upon his fam- 


ous journey at Joppa. Mark An- 
thony made a gift of the city to 
Cleopatra. 
Another 
woman's 


name is Indissolubljr linked with 
Joppa, that of 
Dorcas, 
whom 


Peter there raised from the dead. 
As modern Jaffa, old Joppa of 
late years has been the scene of 
deadly strife between the Arabs 
and the Zionists; for the new 
Jewish 
city of Tel Aviv joins 


Jaffa on the north. It Is a focal 
spot In an acute racial Issue. 


Curiously, the racial question 


gave Joppa Its greatest signifi- 
cance In the world of thought 
Most important of all the events 
recorded of this rock-girt city Is 
the one which constitutes our Les- 
son; 
when the Apostle Peter, on 


a housetop overlooking the sea, 
.had his dream that led to the 
Inclusion of non-Jews in Chris- 
tianity. 
Some one may challenge this 


Idea that a 
single 
Individual's 


mental experience may be more 
important than any of the great 
battles fought before 
a 
city's 


-walls. Names of pharaohs 
and 


kings and crusaders who of old 
contended for Joppa 
come 
to 


mind. But the truth itands, that 
the supreme factors in the world's 
history are ideas. And to Peter 
it was given to see, and to act 
upon, the momentous truth that 
Christianity was meant 
for 
all 


races of men, and not for the 
Chosen People only. 
At first,'good Jew that he was, 


Peter shrank from the idea of 
thus br.ea'kingr caste. Indeed, the 
. trholo Christian 
brotherhood in 


Jerusalem was shocked by his ac- 
tion. There Is a little Hitler in 
every one of us, making us ra- 
cial "snobs. It is easier to sing 
them than to practice. 


''For the love of God is broader 
than the measure of man's 
mind. 
And the heart of the Eternal is 


most wonderfully kind." 


That day in Joppa, when Peter 


had his eyes opened to the uni- 
\'orsality of the 
Gospel, is one 


of the 'landmarks in the world's 
religious progress. 


A Dream And A Coincidence. 
It wan after the raising of Dor- 


cas, while 'Peter was the guest of 
Simon the tanner—that fact be- 
ing significant of growing breadth 
of view, for a tanner was near 
the bottom of the social scale- 
that, hungry on the housetop, he 
had his vision of a sheet let 
down from heaven, containing all 
oorts of creatures, which a voice 
bade him slay and eat. In ortho- 
dox horror, the dreamer protest- 
ed that he had never eaten any- 
thing ceremonially unclean. 


"What God has cleansed, make 


not Jhou common," came the re- 
ply. 
Thrice the dream and the 
voids appeared unto Peter. Then 
he waked—to find at the gate of 
the house, a deputation of three 
men inquiring for him. They had 
been sont, tho day before, from ( 
Caesarea, up the coast, by Corne- 


lius, a Roman centurion, a deep- 
ly religious man, who had been 
told in a vision to send for Poter. 


"Coincidence?" One 
of 
God's 


coincidences, such as are familiar 
to every Christian experienced in 
the ways of Providence. All of 
God's clocks—unlike those in the 
average 
jeweler's 
window—keep 


the 
.same time, and strike si- 


multaneously. 
The 
same 
Spirit 


ing to make the Apostle Peter 
ready for a great new decision. 


Religion'* Rubicon. 


When Peter journeyed next day 


up to Caesarea, he 
adopted 
a 


course of more far-reaching im- 
portance than Caesar's 
crossing 


of the Rubicon. Angels In heaven 
had been running errands to pre- 
pare for the great 
event. 
It 


meant the realization of the pur- 
pose of Jesus. In a sense, it com- 
pleted 
the 
insurgency 
of 
the 


Teacher who had been crucified 
by narrow and intolerant compat- 
riots because He had preached a 
Gospel- that crossed the confines 
of their complacency and pride. 
When Peter set out from Simon's 
house that morning, it was the 
beginning of the march of the 
Christian Church into 
all 
the 


world. Had he led an army with 
banners these would have been 
inscribed "All men are brothers, 
and equal heirs of the grace 
of 
God." 


Ceremoniously received by Cen- 


turion Cornelius at Caesarea the 
ripostle heard again the tale of 
the Roman's vision. Then he him- 
self told again the 
old, dear 


Story of the Crucified. 
A new 


note came into his sermon: "I 
perceive that God is no respecter 
of persons; but in every nation 
he that feareth Him, and work- 
eth righteous, Is 
acceptable 
to 


Him." 
Even wnile 
Peter 
was 


speaking, the Holy Spirit came 
upon 
Cornelius and 
his house- 


hold. 


With the Gentiles thus acced- 


ited as Christian 
Peter 
asked, 


"Can any man forbid the water, 
that 
these should not be bap- 


tized?" Thus the die was cast. In 
formal fashion, the Romans were 
admitted into full membership in 
the 
Christian Church. 
Thence- 


forth, 
forevermore, 
what 
had 


begun as a Jewish institution be- 
came the world-wide 
fellowship 


which today embraces men of ev- 
ery race and tongue. 


What It Means Today. 


We hear a deal of talk nowa- 


days 
about 
"internationalism;" 


here we hatfc, in a story nearly 
two thousand years old, the basis 
of tha only real internationalism 
that is worth a whoop. This is 
the unity of individuals and races 
who are bound together by the 
deepest bonds of brotherhood and 
who hold the fundamental stand- 
ards of life in common. 


Punctured by the admission of 


Cornelius' 
household 
into 
the 


Christian church is the prevalent 
highbrow notion that religion is 
a racial or ethnic matter; 'the 
pagan nations have their faiths 
and wi! have ours. Theirs is good 
enough for them, as ours for us. 
What we want now, in these tol- 
erant times, is a mutal recogni- 
tion and co-operation of all re- 
ligions." 


That sounds plausible; but 
it 


simply is not Christian. The Gos- 
pel was as good for Cornelius as 
it was for Peter, 
and it bore 


the same fruits in both. The ep- 
ochal incident at Joppa-Caesarca 
was a practical 
fulfillment 
of 


Christ's command to "Go into all 
the world." No honest 
thinker 


can avoid the stupendous truth 
that, as it was in Caesarea, so It 
in today in all the world; 
the 


characteristic 
fruits 
of 
Chris- 


tianity are borne by disciples who 
once were "heathen." 


We cannot escape the conclu- 


sion that this Gospel, which Peter 
carried across the barriers of re- 
ligious Intolerance, s the one sure 
force that can weld our diverse

DEATH SENTENCE 
OF JOE PALMER WAS 
AFFIRMEJIJIY COURT 


MAN CONVICTED 
MURDER 


IN CONNECTION WITH CLYDE 


BARROW ESCAPE 


AUSTIN, 
March 
«.—(/P)—The 


Texas court of criminal appeals 
today affirmed the death penalty 
of Joe Palmer, convicted of "the 
murder of Major Crowson, pris- 
on farm 
guard. 
In 
an 
escape 


engineered by Clyde Barrow early 
in 1934. 


Palmer and Raymond Hamilton 


both were convicted of murder 
of the guard. They and "Blackie' 
Thompson escaped from the state 
penitentiary death house last July 
22 in a spectacular break. 


Palmer was found asleep and 


recaptured In Kentucky^ a shorl 
time later. 
Thompson elected to 


"shoot It out" with officers and 
was killed. 
Hamilton ia still at 


large. 


Crowson was wounded 
fatally 


when Palmer, Hamilton and oth- 
ers made a break from the East- 
ham farm on January 18, 1934. 
Confederates 
headed 
by 
Clyde 


Barrow, since 
killed, 
assertedly 


planted pistols for the 
convicts 


and protested their 
flight with 


machine gun fire. 


The shooting of Crowson was 


"without provocation," Judge Geo. 
E. Christian of the commission 
of appeals ruled. 
Palmer's attorneys attacked the 


indictment, alleging It was faulty 
because It did not accurately set 
out an offense for which Palmer 
was convicted In 1929 In Lime- 
stone county. 
The 
indictment 


charged Palmer was convicted In 
Limestone county for robbery. His 
attorneys contended It should have 
alleged he was convicted of rob- 
bery with firearms. 


Judge Christian ruled the alle- 


gation was untenable and 
was 


sufficiently specific to advise Pal- 
mer of the crime of which he was 
convicted in Limestone county. 
The court reversed and remand- 


ed the case of B. C. Taylor, con- 
victed in Smith coiinty of murder- 
ing Mont. Adams and given seven 
years, because of Improper dis- 
cussion within the jury. 


The 99 year sentence of John 


Evans, convicted in Fort Bend 
county of slaying E. B. Newsome 
n a family altercation, was af- 
firmed.

PROGRAM OF FARM 


ACTIVITIES MONTH 
OF MARCHOUTLINED 


COUNTY AGENT GIVES LIST 
OF THINGS MOST URGENT 


FOR THIS MONTH 


A program of farm 
activities 


for the month of March has been 
outlined recently by County Agent 
C. C. Morris for the benefit of 
Navarro county producers. High- 
lights include attending 'commun- 
ity farm meetings, preparing all 
land not yet broken, preparing 
and planting hotbeds, planting of 
stock beets, pruning and spray- 
ing of fruits trees, repairing all 
farm implements, and giving har- 
ness good washing and greasing; 
setting 
eggs, preparing 
brooder 


houses 
and 
getting 
ready 
for 


spring chickens; repairing barns 
and fences, and 
providing 
Im- 


proved seasonal and 
permanent 
pastures. 


All of the 
suggestions 
were 


termed useful In the 
successful 


operations of a farm, and special 
attention should be paid to prep- 
aration of lands and seed beds ac- 
cording to the county agent. He 
called attention to the fact that 
large blocks of rented acres would 
be available in the 
county 
thla 


year lor food and food raising 
and suggested that special atten- 
tion be devoted to this phase of 
the work. The agent recommend- 
ed that at least two acres be de- 
voted to garden and truck crops 
for the family food supply. 


Stock 
beets were highly rec- 


ommended by the agent as food 
for all kinds of farm animals, 
and he urged planting of consid- 
erable acreage in them because 
of the high yield, minimum cul- 
tivation needed, and ease of pre- 
servation. 
He stated that 
they 


should be planted in fertile land 
as soon as possible in rows three 
feet apart, which 
will 
require 


about 
four pounds of seed per 


acre, and have average yields of 
eight to fifteen tons per acre. 
The agent also recommended 


that landowners and tenants con- 
sult engineers engaged in outlin-
